Despite the trend to stabilize the scope and shape of the 
Concise Statistical Yearbook, the Central Statistical Office 
has found it purposeful slightly to extend this publication. 
The range of information covered by social statistics has 
been broadened to include new items especially in the chap- 
ters ,,Communal and housing economy”, ,,Education’’, ,,Cul- 
ture and arts’, ,,Public health’’. Data on tourism, recreation 
and sports have been contained in a separate chapter. In- 
formation on industry, agriculture and transport has been 
slightly extended as well. 


Certain numerical data for 1967 are based on preliminary 
information and rough estimates; they should be regarded 
as provisional and may be subject to change in future 
publications of the Central Statistical Office. 


Likewise in previous years the Concise Statistical Yearbook 
will be published also in Polish, French and Russian lan- 
guage versions, 


Current monthly and quarterly statistical information is 
systematically published in the monthly Statistical Bulletin 
of the CSO. Readers interested in detailed numerical data con- 
cerning the principal divisions of the national economy are 
referred to various statistical publications of the CSO, 
especially to the Branch Yearbook series. 


The Central Statistical Offices wishes to express its grati- 
tude to all the organizations, institutions and persons who, 
by providing numerical data, comments and notes have 
contributed to the making of the Yearbook a better and 
more complete publication.

GENERAL NOTES 


Certain data in the Concise Statistical Yearbook, particularly those for 1967, 
are provisional and may be subject to alterations in later publications of the 
Central Statistical Office. 

Unless otherwise stated, data for the years prior to World War II concern 
Poland within boundaries actual at that time. 


The classification of divisions and branches of the national economy — un- 
less otherwise stated — conforms with the Classification of National Economy 
enforced on Jan. 1, 1967 (published by the CSO under the title ‘‘The Classifi- 
cation of National Economy — uniform text’’ in the series ‘‘Methodological 
Scripts — Auxiliary Materials'’, No. 4, Warsaw 1967). 


Data for voivodships — unless otherwise stated — are shown according 
to the administrative division. Information to the previous years concerning 
areas which since January 1, 1957 have been regarded as voivodships but pre- 
viously were parts of larger voivodships has been distinguished, and then only 
whenever possible, for the following voivodships: Krakow, Poznan and Wroc- 
taw. 


In tables comprising information on the division into urban and rural areas, 
data for the urban areas — unless otherwise stated — include settlements. 
The terms ‘‘urban areas’’ and ‘‘settlements’’ signify areas within the admini- 
strative boundaries of these units, ‘‘rural areas’’ the areas within the admini- 
strative boundaries of village districts (hamlets). 


Relative numbers (indices, percentages) have been calculated on the basis 
of more precise absolute numbers than those shown in the tables. 


The population estimate at the end of 1960, established on the basis of the 
General National Census of December 3, 1950, was used to calculate the per 
capita data for December 31, 1960. Similar data for December 31 of 1961 — 
1967 were calculated on the basis of the population estimate at the end of those 
years, as established by the General Census of December 6, 1960 (see General 
Notes to Chapter Il, paragraph 3 on page 7). 


Population estimates for June 30 were used in calculating per capita data 
which describe the magnitude of phenomena in the course of a year (e.g. na- 
tural population shifts, production, consumption).

CHAPTER II. POPULATION 


General notes 


1. Population for the years 1949—1959 was estimated on the basis of the Ge- 
neral National Census of December 3, 1950; for years after 1960 population 
has been estimated on the basis of the General Census of December 6, 1960. The 
estimates taken into consideration are following: a) data on births and deaths, 
b) population influx from and outflow to other countries, c) balance of do- 
mestic population migration between the countryside and towns, d) changes 
in the administrative division of the country. 

Population estimates given in this section in 1963 and 1964 are somewhat 
higher relative to the actual estimates — in particular in the countryside be- 
cause of the change in the registry regulations. According to this change it is 
possible to check out from the present place of living only after checking in 
the new place. This change has caused a delay in registration of some number 
of people who have registered out. Because of the above mentioned situation 
the differences between population estimates in 1963 relative to 1962 and in 1964 
relative to 1963 are higher than annual increments obtained by adding birth 
rate and balance of exterior migrations to the initial estimates. In connection 
with the action of rendering the circulation of registration reports moreefficient 
as well as the completion of incomplete check-out data the difference between 
data in 1965 relative to 1964 was lower than the actual annual increment. The 
divergence between the difference of data in particular year and the actual 
increment was of transitional character and has been partially removed 
owing to the corrections effected by the CSO. 


2. Unless otherwise stated, the following administrative division has been 
adopted in this chapter: 
1) for vital statistics — that of January 1 of every year with the exception 
of 1950 for which the administrative division of July 6, 1950 was applied, 
2) in tables pertaining to population: 
a) for data of 1946, 1949 and 1950 (with the exception of the General Natio- 
nal Census) — that of July 6, 1950, 
b) for data of the 1950 General National Census as well as data of 1951 — 
that of May 15, 1951, 
c) for data of 1952 — that of July 1, 1952, 
d) for 1953—1956 data — that of January 1 of each year, 
e) for 1957—1966 data (with the exception of the 4960 General Census) — 
in every administrative division, 
f) for data of the 1960 General Census — that of January 1, 1962. 
Data for the pre-war period were compiled in such a way so as to cover the 
state area as of March 31, 1938. 


3. Data for urban areas (with the exception of the figures in table 8 on pa- 
ge 13) include that of settlements existing since 1955. 


4. Data on natural population movement by territioral breakdown were 
recorded according to the following rules: marriages in the husband's place 
of residence, divorces — in the place of residence of the suing party, births — 
in the place of residence of the mother, deaths — at the last place of residence 
of the deceased.

CHAPTER tli. EMPLOYMENT 


General Notes 


1. The data on employment in the socialized sector of the national economy 
have been compiled on the basis of the statistical reporting system of the CSO 
while those concerning employment in the non-socialized sector have been 
taken from the records of the Social Security Board. 

2. The data on employment in the socialized sector, based on the reporting 
system of the CSO, comprise people employed under a contract of labour 
or civil servants in socialized companies. The data exclude people employed 
in defence and internal security institutions as well as those working in co- 
operatives, in agricultural circles and home workers. The tables 1—7 also 
exclude people working for small voluntary institutions as eg. those employed 
by school parents’ committees. 

3. The data on employment have been published without any conversions 
of the number of employees into full time jobs. Exceptions have been made 
for those branches of the national economy where the share of part-time em- 
ployees is quite remarkable i.e. designing offices, forestry, agriculture, transport 
and communications, communal and housing economy, administration and 
justice institutions, financial and social security institutions. 

From the present work onwards a rule has been adopted to publish, if not 
provided otherwise, the employment data converted into full-time job units 
in all the branches of the national economy with the exception of the following 
ones: education, science and culture, health service, social welfare, physical 
culture and political and social organizations where, like in the previous publi- 
cations, only full-time employees are taken into account. 

The conversion of part-time jobs into full-time units has been performed, 
partly by estimate, by means of actual working time of the employeesin question. 

4. The inclusion of employees in the particular branches of the economy 
is governed by the Classification of National Economy enforced on Jan. 1, 1967. 
An exception is made, like in previous publications, for people employed 
in shops belonging to factories; they are included in the branch ‘‘Industry’’. 

The difference between the former classification and the present one con- 
sists i.a. in the inclusion of employees of corporations and similar institutions 
financed from profit margins of subordinate enterprises in the corresponding 
branches of the national economy and not, as it used to be the case, in ‘‘Public 
administration and justice institutions'’. Moreover, in 1967 employees of in- 
vestment supervision units, previously included in the chapter ‘'Construction’’, 
were included in the corresponding branches of the national economy. 
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5. In order to maintain the comparability of data and to eliminate diffe- 
rences in employment statistics resulting from the rule of full-time job con- 
version introduced in 1967 and from changes in the Classification of National 
Economy suitable conversions have been made in particular branches of the 
national economy to cover previous years. 

6. The data on employment do not comprise apprentices working in factories 
and similar establishments in order to acquire a skill or ability to perform 
a definite work. Table 5 is an exception where information on employment 
of women in the years 1960—1965 includes apprentices because of lack of sepa- 
rate data. Table 3 comprises data on employment of apprentices in socialized 
economy. 

7. The data on employment by age and education (Tables 6 and 7) have been 
compiled on the basis of a single study comprising workers employed full time 
in socialized economy without those employed by social and political organi- 
zations. 

8. Information on the number of the insured is based on statistical reports 
of the Social Security Board. The data include workers employed under a con- 
tract of labour or as civil servants in socialized economy. This number now 
includes full time workers of the Polish State Railways who were not covered 
by the statistics of the Social Security Board in the years 1949 and 1950. The 
data comprise also the civil servants of the Ministry of the Interior (Home 
Office), hired hands in agricultural co-operatives, apprentices employed in 
order to acquire a skill or an ability to perform a definite work in socialized 
companies and in private handicraft workshops. They are all included in the 
social security system which is as well extended to homeworkers whose work 
conforms with the provisions of the National Security Act. 

9. Information on employment in socialized economy, obtained through 
the statistical reporting system of the CSO, are not fully comparable with the 
data on the number of the insured with the Social Security Board, based on its 
statistics. Workers employed in several establishments appear in the SSB sta- 
tistics as many times as many establishments pay social contributions for them.

CHAPTER IV. NATIONAL INCOME 


General Notes 


1. National income represents a part of the gross product created within 
the sphere of material production, which is left after deduction of the material 
costs of manufacturing. 

In determining the scope of material production — in the process where 
the national income is created — the kind of labour expended from the view- 
point of its productive or non-productive character has been taken as the cri- 
terion. Productive labour is understood as labour which man expends on 
nature with the aim of satisfying human needs, hence, as labour expended 
in the process of creating products in the particular branches of the national 
economy, labour expended in activities which are an extension of this process 
in the sphere of circulation and distribution (transport of goods, commodity 
turnover as well as communication services (passenger transport, commu- 
nications). 

It has been assumed for practical purposes to regard as productive labour 
that labour which is expended in the units participating directly in the ma- 
terial production process up to the level of corporation (inclusively) or an 
equivalent unit. ; 

Productive work in the following divisions of the national economy has been 
included in the sphere of material production: industry, construction, agri- 
culture, forestry, transport and communications, commodity turnover and 
so-called miscellaneous production. 

2. The total value of produced national income comprises the value of domes- 
tic national income and the value of the so-called ,,account of price differences 
in foreign trade’’. 

Domestic national income represents aggregate net production — calculated 
at domestic selling prices — of the particular division of the national economy 
related to the sphere of material production. 

The ,,account of price differences in foreign trade’’ represents the income 
obtained from foreign commodity and material services trade by valuing imports 
and exports (in compensating transactions valued at world market prices) 
at home selling prices. 

Net production in the particular division of the national economy has been 
computed by deducting material costs from gross production. 

The value of gross production of industry has been computed by means of 
the enterprise method; it comprises the value of finished goods and industrial 
services, the balance of the value of semimanufactured goods and of produc- 
tion in progress, the value of raw materials supplied for processing. 

Industry comprises the economic activities of industrial enterprises (men- 
tioned in para. 1, a—e of tHe general notes to the chapter ,,Industry’’, page 59), 
as Well as private industrial handicraft. - 

The gross value of construction activities includes: 

— in the socialized sector, the value of main production of the construction- 
assembly enterprises (including independent investment contracting di- 
visions), ancillary industrial production and production services sold to 
others, the balance of the value of the ancillary industrial production ni 
those enterprises, the construction and assembly value of capital investment 
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and major repairs performed by enterprises which are part of other divisions 
of the national economy and the value of the production of design offices, 
geologic, cartographic and geodetic enterprises as well as the costs of in- 
vestment supervision. 

— in the private sector, the value of private construction (investment activities 
only) and the value of production of private building firms. 

The value of gross agricultural production includes the value of agricultural 
production the and value of the so-called ,,agricultural services’’ i.e. the value 
of services rendered by plants, budgetary units and enterprises included in 
the chapter ,,Agriculture’’. 

Gross agricultural production represents the aggregate value of vegetable 
and animal production. Vegetable production comprises raw (unprocessed) 
products of vegetable origin (crops of the given year) as well as the increase 
in the value of unfinished production and the value of dried green fodder. 
Animal production comprises the increase of value in livestock, the pro- 
duction of slaughter animals, the production of raw (unprocessed) articles 
of animal origin and landings of fresh-water fish. 

The value of gross forestry production has been arbitrarily defined as the 
value of raw wood, by-products and slaughter game, without considering the 
changing value of the growing timber. 

The value of gross production in transport comprises the value of freight 
and passenger transport as well as the value of services directly connected with 
transport. The value of gross production in communications comprises the 
value of services rendered to the enterprises in the sphere of material and 
nonmaterial production and sevices rendered to the population. 


Credited to transport and communications are: public utility transport, 
transport in various branches of industry, communications as well as urban 
transport, services of farmer-carters and maintenance of public roads. 


The value of gross production realized in commodities (covering also turno- 
ver in material and technical supplies) — called also gross margin — compri- 
ses the value of gross margin gained by: wholesale and ratail trade, foreign 
trade, catering establishments (including cafeterias and workers’ canteens) 
as Well as auxiliary production in trade enterprises. 


»,Miscellaneous’’ production includes i. a: 1) primary processing by the rural 
population (slaughter of livestock), 2) value of non-arboreal forest products 
gathered by the population i. e., berries, mushrooms, herbs, etc., 3) collection 
of useful waste products, 4) production services of municipal service enterprises, 
5) film studio productions, 6) services of publishing houses. 


Material costs comprise the consumption of materials (including fuel and 
power) in the production process, depreciation, services in the material 
sphere (machine services for outside customers, overhauling, machinery servi- 
ces of fields in agriculture, transport, communications, etc.) 


Computation of gross and net production in current prices has been carried 
out at the actual selling prices of particular products and services. Agricultural 
products consumed directly in rural areas (the so-called natural consumption) 
have been assessed at free market prices. All kinds of taxes are included in 
the net production of branches in which they are realized. It must be stressed, 
therefore, that the proportions between the value of net production of partic- 
ular branches do not correspond to the proportions of the national income 
actually produced by them; they are distorted by the existing system of selling 
prices, 
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3. The distributed national income consists of consumption and accumulation. 
Consumption is divided into,,consumption of material goods by the population 
from personal income’’ and ,,remaining consumption’’. 

,,Consumption of material goods by the population from personal income’”’ 
comprises consumption of products and material services acquired by the 
-population, natural consumption and — arbitrarily included in this section 
— the use of residential buildings. 

,,Remaining consumption'’ comprises consumption of materials and material 
services in enterprises and institutions of the non-productive sphere and the 
consumption of material goods supplied to the population free of charge. 

Accumulation comprises the value of net investment for fixed assets and 
the value of increment of working capital and reserves. 

The value of net investment outlays for fixed assets is derived from the ag- 
gregate value of gross investment outlays for fixed assets and for repairs de- 
ducting the value of depreciation and adding net increase in the value of basic 
livestock in agriculture. 

The value of the increase of working capital and reserves covers the value of 
the increase of reserves of materials and fuels, work in process and finished 
products (commodities) in economic units of the socialized sector, Besides, 
considered here are estimated value of the increase of vegetable production 
reserves (since 1960) as well as the turnover herd on private farms. 


4. The distributed national income differs from the produced national income 
by the surplus of imports over exports (or vice-versa), as well as by losses 
in the national income. The surplus of imports over exports (or vice-versa) 
has been calculated at world market prices and recalculated at domestic prices. 

The calculations of the produced and distributed national income have been 
carried out independently of each other. Therefore in the last years an imbal- 
ance has emerged amounting to about 1% of the national income. 


5. In computations of the national income the following prices were regarded 

as constant prices: 

— for the years 1949—1960 — selling prices as of 1956, 

— for the years 1960—1965 — selling prices as of 1961, referred to in the 
tables as the 1961 prices, 

— for the years 1965—1967 — constant prices of 1965, calculated on the 
basis of median price relations of 1965. 

The indices of national income dynamics for the years 1949—1967 have been 
computed by means of the chain-linking of indices calculated for the above- 
-mentioned periods. A similar method was applied to the estimate of national 
income structure for the years 1949—1967, presenting it in accordance with 
the 1961 price relations. 


6. The above-described method of calculating national income adopted since 
1966 differs from one used in previous years; i.a. the following items have 
been changed (in accordance with the Classification of the National Economy 
being in force since Jan. 1967): the sphere of material production (including 
i.a. Corporations and equivalent units as well as geodetic and cartographic 
enterprises), the scope of particular divisions of the national economy, espe- 
cially ,,Agriculture’’ which now includes the so-called ,,agricultural services’’. 
Moreover, the method of estimate has been made more precise. 

The system of constant prices, uniform forall kinds of ownership and reali- 
zation of production, has been introduced in the chapter ,,Agriculture’’ into 
the calculation of the constant prices of 1965. 
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In order to make possible a general comparison of growth and structure 
of national income in the years 1966 and 1967 with the data for the years 1949— 
—1965, additional computations for the year 1965 at constant prices of 1965 
have been performed by means of a new method of calculation. 

7. Data presented in the tables are in large measure based on estimates 
and characterize merely the most fundamental proportions and development 
trends in the domain of production and distribution of the national income.

CHAPTER V. INVESTMENT AND FIXED ASSETS 


General notes 


1. Investment is a type of economic outlay designed to create new fixed 
assets or augment already existing ones. 


As fixed assets we understand work equipment and other durables which 
were created as result of investment activities and are already used, with a pur- 
chase price higher than 3000 zlotys and duration of more than one year. 


Investment outlays cover —in addition to expenditures increasing the 
value of fixed assets — also the type of expenditures which increase the value 
of working capital (as regards the so-called elementary equipment) and outlays 
on the so-called remaining durable values (personnel training, purchasing 
licenses for future use, etc.). 


The value of investment outlays has been computed by the so-called national 
economy method, i.e., data disregard the shift of fixed assets from one division 
of the national economy to another. 


Data on investment outlays do not comprise outlays on the so-called basic 
livestock in agriculture. 


2. Investment outlays have been credited to different divisions of the national 
economy according to the criterion of the direct investor’s (enterprise’s) 
basic economic activity. If, however, the investing enterprise is diversified, 
with many plants, the outlays have been divided among particular plants of 
that enterprise according to their basic activity and not to the activity of the 
direct investor, e.g. if a state farm as the direct investor built a distillery, then 
the outlays have been credited to the Industry and to the Agriculture section. 


Investment outlays on construction of separate objects comprise: 


a) residential buildings and communal living quarters (e.g. boarding schools, 
students’ dormitories, workers’ hostels, social welfare homes): 


b) building for educational, scientific and cultural purposes — kindergartens, 
schools, libraries, cinemas etc.; 


c) buildings for health service —nurseries, sanatoria, hospitals etc.; 


d) buildings for commodity turnover —shops, warehouses, cafes, etc.; all 

these buildings have been classified in the corresponding divisions of the 
national economy, according to their purposes and not according to the main 
activity of the investor. 


The classification of fixed assets in socialized enterprises by national econo- 
my divisions was performed according to the criterion of main economic activity 
of the reporting enterprise, i.e., all the fixed assets of a given industrial enter- 
prise were credited to industry, though some of these fixed assets could be 
used by non-industrial enterprises, for example, trade, education, health, culture 
activities or, if the given enterprise ran its own factory shop, vocational training 
courses, dispensary, culture centre, or supervised its own living houses. If 
a socialized enterprise conducted economic activities in more than one division 
or branch of the national economy, the fixed assets of the enterprise were 
classified in the division or branch which dominates its economic activities, 
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i.e. the whole value of an enterprise's fixed assets was classified with this di- 
vision or branch which has the largest share in the enterprise's total produc- 
tion value. The fixed assets of other divisions of the national economy i.e. 
budgetary units, social and political organizations (including plants, work- 
shops and other establishments rendering services run thereby) and private 
sector were classified according to their purpose, e.g. the value of roads was 
included in the transport and communications division, the value of residential 
housing, streets and squares in the division of communal and housing economy 
and the value of fixed assets belonging to agricultural co-operatives in the 
agricultural division. 


The value of private trucks has been in full included in the Chapter ‘‘Transport 
and Communications’’. 


3. Productive investment outlays comprise outlays on: industry, 
construction, agriculture, forestry, transport and communications, and on 
commodity turnover as well as some outlays classified among the sphere of 
non-material production, for instance, in the division of communal and 
housing economy — on water supply and sewage systems, heating networks, 
urban traffic, laundries and dye-houses. 


The sphere of non productive investment outlays comprises 
in principle the outlays of the remaining divisions of the national economy: 
communal and housing economy, education, science and culture, public health, 
social welfare and physical culture, public administration and justice, finance 
and insurance institutions, social, political and religious organizations, as wel 
as ‘‘Remaining’’, as well as a number of items from the Chapter ,, Transport 
and Communications’’ included in the material production sphere such as 
outlays for public roads, sea transport service enterprises, the Board of Air 
Traffic and Passenger Airports etc. 


Classification of fixed assets as productive and non-productive was made 
in a similar manner, e.g. according to the criterion of their actual use. If in an 
enterprise which due to its main activities was included in, for example, the 
“Industry’’ section, a part of the fixed assets is used for other activities, for 
example in housing and agriculture (auxiliary farms), then this part is accordingly 
classified in the housing and agriculture divisions. 


4. The term ‘'‘socialized enterprises’’ encompasses state enterprises (units 
keeping separate accounts), auxiliary enterprises keeping separate accounts, 
co-operatives (except agricultural ones) and corporations where the state’s 
share surpasses 50 percent. 


Information on investment outlays and the value offixed assets in the socialized 
sector comprises also the data concerning political and social organizations 


Investment outlays coming from the Agricultural Development Fund and 
the investment funds of agricultural circles, as well as the fixed assets of agri- 
cultural circles are classified ‘in the socialized (cooperative) sector. 


5. The classification of fixed assets in the socialized sector by voivodship 
lists of enterprises according to the addresses of their managing boards. In case 
therefore, where an enterprise has plants or branch offices in various voivod- 
ships, its fixed assets have been classified in the voivodship in which it has 
its managing board.

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6. In tables containing the classification of investment outlays by types (ta- 
bles 3—5), the data on outlays for construction and assembly do not include 
outlays on the so-called ‘‘special cultures’’ (except hop plantations), and the 
data on outlays for machinery and equipment also include the outlays on means 
of transport, tools, instruments, movable estate, installations and inventory. 


7. The value of fixed assets of socialized enterprises running their accounts 
by economic years in table 2 is given according to the end of particular econo- 
mic years (agriculture June 30, fishing — March 31, forestry — September 30). 


8. The value of the investment outlays in the socialized sector has been 
determined on the basis of their reports. 


The investment outlays in the non-socialized sector have been estimated 
on the basis of quantitative data (such as the number of buildings or rooms 
finished, the number of new industrial enterprises of a given type, of new 
stores, etc.). The value has been calculated at market prices, 


The value of fixed assets of budgetary units and co-operative enterprises 
(with the exception of agricultural producers’ co-operatives) was determined 
on the basis of reports, the value of other fixed assets is determined through 
estimation.

CHAPTER VI. INDUSTRY 


General Notes 


1. This chapter includes: 

a) State-owned industrial enterprises operating on the basis of full economic 
accounting (financial self-dependence); 

b) industrial co-operatives; 

c) state and co-operative industrial establishments (e. g. distilleries, bakeries, 
butcheries, sawmills), of non-industrial enterprises and co-operatives subor- 
dinated i.a. to the Ministry of Domestic Trade, the Ministry of Agriculture, 
the Union of Agricultural Co-operatives ‘‘Samopomoc Chtopska’’, the Union 
of Consumers’ Co-operatives ‘'Spotem’’ and the Union of Horticultural 
Co-operatives; 

d) industrial establishments of social organizations (since 1960); 

e) licenced private industrial establishments organized in national associations 
of private industry; however, due to the lack of complex statistical data, 
the private handicraft industry was not entered in the tables; data on the 
number of establishments in the private handicraft industry and the number 
of persons employed therein are given in Tables 34 and 35. 

Besides, Tables 33 and 34 include ancillary industrial establishments being 
parts of socialized construction-assembly, communal and other non-industrial 
enterprises and those subordinated to certain budgetary units. 

The scope of industry belonging to the state, co-operatives, social orga- 
nizations and private owners has been defined -in accordance with actual 
organizational status. 

2. Data refer to calendar years except the sugar industry where they are 
referred, unless stated otherwise, to sugar campaign periods. 

3. The National Economy Classification, in force since January 1, 1967, is 
the basis for grouping data by branches of industry. The names of certain bran- 
ches of industry are abbreviated in the tables for technical reasons. The full 
names of industry branches are listed below: 

Electric and thermal power generation 

Fuel industry 

Ferrous metallurgy (ore mining included) 

Non-ferrous metallurgy (ore mining included) 

Machine-building and metal structures industry 

Electrotechnical industry 

Transport equipment industry 

Metal industry 

Chemical industry (including mining of chemical raw materials) 

Rubber industry 

Building materials industry (including mining of minerals for construction 
and for the following industries: building materials, glass and porcelain- 
-earthenware industries) 
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Glass industry 

Porcelain-earthenware industry 

Wood industry 

Paper industry 

Typographic industry 

Textile industry (including knitting) 

Clothing industry (excluding leather, fur and knitting) 
Leather and footwer industry (including fur industry) 
Foodstuffs industry 

Salt industry 

Remaining branches of industry. 


"Remaining branches of industry’’ cover: musical instruments, sound recor- 
ders,film copying machines, toys, fancy goods, prostheses, dentures and ortho- 
pedic products, abrasive products, concentrated feeds, bristle and hair pro- 
ducts, school and office materials, etc. 

According to the Classification of the National Economy introduced on 
January1,1967 the Chapter ‘‘Industry''includes,asaseparate branch, budgetary 
units and establishments and similar units, maintained from profit margins 
of subordinate enterprises. Data concerning the above-mentioned units are 
referred to in the tables as ‘‘corporations’’ or ‘‘corporations and similar units’’. 

The investment supervision units which in 1967 were included in the Chapter 
“‘Industry’’, are now found in corresponding branches of industry. 

Data by branches of industry — unless otherwise stated — have been wor- 
ked out by means of the so-called ‘‘establishment method’’, i.e. by classifying 
individual establishments into branches. 

An industrial establishment is defined as a plant (place of work) or a group 
or plants situated within the same premises, equipped with means and objects 
of labour, constituting an independent enterprise or part thereof, using similar 
raw materials, adopting similar technological processes and whose products 
or services are designed for the same purposes. 

When working out data arising from the enterprises’ financial reporting 
and from other data (e.g. the detailed structure of the payroll) which are re- 
corded only for the establishment as a whole, ‘‘the establishment method”’ 
is applied. Thus the data presented in tables 4 and 15 were elaborated by means 
of this method i.e. by classifying the whole establishment by the character of 
prevalent production assuming gross production value as the criterion. 

In order to illustrate the full range of data the tables compiled by means 
of ‘'the establishment method’’ include also the establishments of non-industrial 
enterprises (referred to in para. 1, c) which were listed under corresponding 
branches of industry. i 


Table 32 concerns only industrial enterprises and co-operatives. 


The industrial enterprise is an economic organizational unit possessing 
legal identity, conducting its own economic balancing, equipped with means 
and objects of labour (fixed assets and floating funds) whose main operatio- 
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nal activity is to extract or process raw materials or to render industrial ser- 
vices. 


4. The data presented by voivodship were worked out solely by means of this 
method, i.e. particular establishments were classified by voivodship. 


5. The value of gross production comprises the value of finished products, 
the value of industrial services, the value of the stocks of semi-products and 
of production in progress, as well as the value of customers’ raw materials. 
Gross production of industry consists of the gross production of all industrial 
enterprises (co-operatives). Gross production includes industrial production, 
made by basic production departments as well as by departments of ancillary 
and by-production and by homeworkers. 


While calculating the gross production value the following prices were ac- 
cepted as fixed: 


— prior to 1955 —constant prices established on the basis of average 1937 
prices; 

— in the years 1956—1960 — comparable prices established on the basis of fac- 
tory prices obligatory on January 1, 1956; 

— from 1961 — comparable prices established on the basis of factory prices 
obligatory on July 1, 1960. 


The indices of gross production growth have been calculated by means of 
the chain-index method. Indices of the structure of gross production have 
been computed on the basis of data expressed in comparable prices of July 1, 
1960. 

6. Employment in industry presented in this chapter covers all employees 
of industrial eterprises (named in para. 1, a—e) who are listed in their enter- 
prise’s personnel files and, if not stated otherwise, employees of corporations 
and budgetary units. Unless otherwise stated, the employment data do not 
cover apprentices (i.e. persons under 18 employed in socialized enterprises 
for the purpose of learning a vocation or a specific job and those who signed 
a similar contract with the factory while they were still minors, but continue 
in the same capacity after attaining legal maturity), paid according to appren- 
ticeship rates, regardless whether they are students of vocational schools 
(factory-operated or evening classes) or not. 

Data on employment and average pays do not comprise homeworkers. 


Employment in private industry comprises workers hired on the basis of 
a labour agreement or on contract basis as well as owners and lease-holders 
of establishments and members of their families who work there either stead- 
ily or occasionally. ; 

7. Notes on calculation of employment measured in persons and inclu- 
ding conversion of part time employees into full time units are given in Ge- 
neral Notes to the Chapter ‘‘Employment”’, para. 3 page 28.

Tables 30 and 31, in addition to the economic units mentioned in paragraph 1 
points a) —e) of the General Notes to the chapter on page 61 also include au- 
xiliary industrial plants which are a part of socialized construction-assembly, 
municipal and other non-industrial enterprises as well as those subordinated to 
certain budgetary units. These economic units are not included in the remaining 
tables of the chapter as their production is, mostly used for their own productive 
goals, or they are not separately listed in the reporting system, so that the 
range of information about them is quite limited. 

Besides, table 34 also covers private handicraft of industrial character, not 
included in other tables of this chapter due to the lack of more complex data. 
The range covered by private handicraft is defined in note to table 35 
on page 101. 

As for the peat processing industry the number of plants does not include 
non-industrial units (state farms and Communal Co-operatives ‘‘Samopomoc 
Chtopska’’), where peat is extracted occasionally.

CHAPTER VII. CONSTRUCTION 
General Notes 


1. The value of gross production of the construction division comprises: 
1) in the socialized sector: 


a) the value of basic production: 

— of socialized construction-assembly enterprises (state, co-operative 
and of social organizations) 

— independent construction divisions (keeping separate accounts), 
deducted by the wear and tear value of provisional buildings (on bu- 
ilding sites) financed from the floating funds of those enterprises and 
divisions, 

b) the value of ancillary industrial production and material services sold 
to others by construction-assembly enterprises, as well as the value 
of stocks of ancillary industrial production in construction-assembly 
enterprises, 

the value of construction-assembly work done as part of investment 
undertakings and major repairs by economic units classified in other (non- 
construction) divisions of the national economy (e. g. to industry, agri- 
culture, transport and communications). 

d) the value of geological enterprises production, 

e) the value of geodetic and cartographic enterprises’ production, 

f) the value of design offices’ production, 

g) Operating costs of investment supervision units, 


2) in the private sector: 
a) the value of private construction (investment only) 
b) the value of production of private construction handicraft. 


Co-operative turnover between the socialized construction-assembly enter- 
prises (the value of construction-assembly work done by subcontractors as 
as well as the similar turnover between private enterprises were eliminated 
from the calculations of gross production of the construction sector. Turnover 
among the units included in various forms of ownership is given in its gross 
value i.e. the value of work performed by socialized construction-assembly 
enterprises for private sector has been included in the value of total production 
of the socialized sector as well as the private one; a similar procedure has been 
applied to the value of work performed by private handicraft for the socialized 
sector.

The item ‘‘contractors of the economic system"' in Tables 1 and 2 includes 
the value of production performed for the socialized sector by independent 
construction divisions and by the contractors included in other branches of the 
national economy with the exception of ‘'Construction’’, i.e. other own orga- 
nizational units of the investor (investment and repair gangs and the like) and 
by alien socialized units and private building handicraft. 


2. Since 1961 major repairs of state roads supervised by the Central Admi- 
nistration of Public Roads have been included in the production of construc- 
tion performed by means of the so-called ‘‘economic method’’. 


3. In accordance with the Classification of the National Economy introduced 
on Jan. 1, 1967. 
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1) Chapter ‘‘Construction’’ includes — as a separate branch — corporations 
and similar units in construction maintained from profit margins of subordi- 
nate enterprises (tables contain the term ‘‘corporations’’ or ‘'corporations 
and similar units’’); 

2) investment supervision units (enterprises in construction) have been inclu- 
ded in such divisions of the national economy where their basic activity is 
bound to belong (or will belong after the completion of construction): dataup 
to 1966 cover investment supervision units in the whole of national economy. 

4. Data on production and costs of enterprises included in the Chapter ‘‘Con- 
struction’’ do not include the value and costs of production effected abroad. 

5. The construction-assembly work performed by socialized enterprises was 
divided into the following types of construction: general construction, indus- 
trial construction, mining underground construction, civil engineering power 
mains and tele-communications lines construction, agricultural and forestry 
work, assembly work. 

General construction comprises operations which include the construction, 
repair, maintenance and demolition of non-industrial structures together with 
the water supply and sewage, lighting, central heating, and air conditioning 
installations as well as building preparatory work. Industrial construction com- 
prises operations which include the construction, repair, maintenance and 
demolition of faktory buildings (including powerhouses) and non-standard 
industrial structures (eg: industrial furnaces, boiler housings). Mining construc- 
tion comprises underground mining operations in building, reconstruction and 
expansion of mines. Civil engineering construction includes the construction 
and repair relating to bridges, airports, sports stadiums, land and waterways, 
railroad tracks, water mains and sewer canals, dams. The construction of power 
mains and telecommunication lines comprises all operations connected with the 
installation of underground and other mains, lines and equipment for the power 
and telecommunications networks. Agricultural and forestry land improvement 
includes the melioration of soil, meadows and pastures, river and canal regula- 
tion, embankment construction as well as other agricultural and forestry work 
considered as investment outlays. Plant and machinery installation comprises 
operations connected with the assembly and placement of machines, so that 
they form a production set, and work connected with testing the quality of 
work done. Assembly of metal structures is included in other types of construc- 
tions, for example, the assembly of steel residential building structures in hou- 
sing, the assembly of iron bridge structures in civil engineering. 


6. The cost estimate prices of January 1, 1961, less the deductions applied 
in 1961, were accepted as the 1961 prices. 

7. information concerning socialized construction units for the years 1950— 
1958 is given according to the organizational status at the end of 1958, while 
for the years 1959—1967 — according to the organizational status at the end 
of each year. 

8. Data on employment and wages do not include apprentices unless provided 
otherwise. 

An explanation concerning the computation of employment in actual persons 
and with conversion of part-time employment into full time units is found in 
General Notes to the Chapter ‘‘Employment’’ para. 3 p. 28 

9. Data on buildings completed in the socialized and private sectors were 
computed according to the principle of inclusion of socialized investors in the 
socialized sector and private investors in the private sector. The breakdown 
by divisions of the national economy was effected by the criterion of destination 
of a given building.

CHAPTER VIII. AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY 


A. Agriculture 


General Notes 


1. Production of the agriculture as a division of the national economy com- 
prises agricultural production (vegetable and animal) and the value of services 
rendered by budgetary units, plants and enterprises included in this division. 
Till 1964 only agricultural production was taken into account. 


The tables 1—5 contain data covering only agricultural production (gross, 
final and commercial production). 


2. The breakdown of agricultural production is shown in respect of the follow- 
Ing groups of usufructuaries: 
a) individual farms (including livestock owners who do not possess farms)- 
b) collective economy of agricultural circles, 
c) co-operative farms including members’ private plots, 
d) state farms including employees’ allotments unless provided otherwise. 


Production of collective economy of agricultural circles was until 1960 pre- 
sented jointly with production of private farms. Its value was very small and 
did not influence the dynamics of agricultural production of private farms. 


3. Gross agricultural production is a sum of the value of vegetable and animal 
production. Vegetable production includes raw (unprocessed) products of 
vegetable origin (crops of a given year), the increment of the value of unfinished 
production and the value of dried green feeds. Animal production includes the 
increase in the value of livestock, production of animals for slaughter, produc- 
tion of raw (unprocessed) products of animal origin and catches of freshwater 
fish. 


Final agricultural production represents a part of total agricultural produc- 
tion which is a sum of the following values: commercial production, consumption 
of agricultural products by the rural population (natural consumption), the 
increase of value in livestock and vegetable stocks sa well as in unfinished 
production (vegetable). Final production, in contrast to gross productions 
does not include agricultural products used for productive purposes such as 
fodder, seeds and manure. . 


Commercial agricultural production comprises the sale of products outside 
the agriculture considered as a division of the national economy, turnover 
between sectors e.g. sales of products to private farmers by state farms. It 
does not include turnover among particular farms of the same sector nor the 
sale of agricultural products by state farms to their employees or by co-opera- 
tives to their members. 
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Final as well as commercial agricultural production are calculated by means 
of the gross method i.e. without deduction of the value of means of production 
of agricultural origin delivered to the agriculture (concentrated feeds, seeds, 
breeding animals and milk) and of turnover between sectors. 


Comparable prices used for calculation of gross, final and commercial pro- 
duction: 


— until 1959 were computed on the basis of estimated prime costs of 1956 
and internal price relations according to the weighted mean prices of non- 
obligatory and free market purchases in 1956, 


— since 1960 have been based on the estimated prime costs in 1959 while 
maintaining internal relations of the previously applied comparable prices. 


The method of estimating farm production was changed in 1960 and 1965. 


These changes were meant to make the estimate of certain products, previously 
covered only as groups, more detailed and to make the breakdown of gross 
production into particular items more precise. The indices of gross, final and 
commercial production are computed by the chain-index method. The structural 
indices are based on the data obtained through the methods used in respective 
periods. ‘it 


4. Data on land utilization, sown acreage, crops and yields, livestock and 
animal production are partly based on estimates. 


The 1966 data published in 1967 and concerning utilized land acreage, sown 
acreage and crops estimated on the basis of these acreages and other calculations 
per acreage unit (e.g. livestock per 100 hectares of utilized land) have been 
adjusted in connection with the termination of pedological classification of 
land in 12 voivodships and with a considerable advancement of these activities 
in 5 remaining ones. The results have shown a decrease of utilized acreage in 
comparison with previous estimates. A final correction of area of utilized land, 
sown acreage, crops and other calculations based on acreage will be effected 
after the termination of survey and introduction of area registers by the geo- 
detic staff of the Ministry of Agriculture in respect of all the ,,powiats’’. 


The numerical data contained in the tables and concerning 4 cereals do not 
cover cereal mixtures, unless stated otherwise. 


The acreage, crops and yields of sugar beet are given on the basis of the data 
of the Sugar Industry Corporation. 


Average yields over periods comprising a number of years were computed ~ 
as mean arithmetical yields of particular years weighted by the data on acreage 
sown. % 


Data on production of milk, eggs and wool cover cow's milk, chicken eggs 
and unwashed sheep wool. 


5. The co-operative farms in this chapter comprise the following groups of 
co-operatives. 


‘ 
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a) ‘‘organized co-operatives’’ consisting of farmers who, at a community 
meeting have decided to farm collectively, have signed members’ declara- 
tions and the co-operative statute; 


b) ‘‘registered co-operatives’’ — those of the organized co-operatives which 
have been entered into the register of co-operatives and possess a ratified 
statute and a name; 


c) ‘‘co-operatives conducting collective husbandry’’ — those of the registered 
co-operatives which are already run collectively; 


d) ‘‘income distributing co-operatives’’ — those which have distributed their 
income obtained from collective farming in the given year. 

6. State-owned farms (abbreviated as state farms) presented in thischapter 
comprise all farms under the supervision of ministries, state and social institu- 
tions. In the tables containing groupings by forms of ownership, state grounds 
not being agricultural farms were also included with the grounds of those farms, 
and, as regards livestock — the livestock being the property of institutions 
not having cultivable land. 

The tables contain also data on state farms under the Ministry of Agriculture 
which cover about 97% ofall land utilized by state farms. They are supervised by 
voivodship State Farms Associations as well as the following bodies of the Mi- 
nistry of Agriculture: the Cattle Breeding Association, the Association of State 
Fisheries, the Association of Plant and Seed Cultivators, the Central Station 
of Garden Seeds and Nurseries, the Department of Agricultural Education 
and scientific agricultural institutes, agricultural regional experimental establish- 
ments and experimental posts of mutation appraisal. 


Organizational productive units run on the basis of full or limited economic 
independence are regarded as separate farms. Besides, the number of farms 
includes the following economically independent establishments: agricultural 
industry establishements, poultry breeding farms, fish breeding farms and the 
like. However, establishments, farms and the like being parts of certain farms 
and running keeping the accounts (production and bookkeeping) jointly with 
the basic activities of such farms are not regarded as separate economic units. 


7. Data on tractors do not cover garden tractors. One tractor in considered 
in terms of 15 HP at the hitch. Data on tractors in private farms in the years 
1965—1967 were estimated on the basis of the General Census of Dec. 6.1960 
and on the data of the agricultural Census performed in June, 1965. 


8. The economic year covers the following periods: in agriculture — from 
July 1 of the given calendar year to June 30 of the following year (i.e., the 
1966/67 economic year covers the period from July 1, 1966 to June 30, 1967), 
in State Fish-breeding Farms — from April 1 of the given calendar year to March 
31 of the following year. 

9. Data for the Krakéw, t6dz, Poznan, Warsaw and Wroclaw voivodships 
also contain data fot the respective cities which have the status of separate 
voivodships.

— ,,non-state forests‘' which comprise forest farms which are collective 
property, forests of land commonwealths, forests of producers’ co-operatives 
and private forests. 

2. Economic year in forestry comprises a period beginning on October 1 
of a calendar year, ending on September 30 of the following year.

CHAPTER IX. TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS. 
General Notes 


1. Data in this chapter, except table 4, concerning the transport of goods 
and passengers include only the transport effected by transport enterprises and 
co-operatives for public use, Data in table 4 cover transport of loads by: transport 
enterprises and co-operatives for public use, the Enterprise For the Exploita- 
tion of the ‘‘Friendship’’ Oil Pipeline as well as the branch enterprises and 
co-operatives of road transport, called ‘‘branch transport’’ for short as well as 
transport of loads effected by organizational units of the socialized economy 
by means of the so-called ‘‘economic’’ fleet i.e. the fleet being at their disposal 
and appointed only for the service of their internal economic requirements. 
Branch enterprises (co-operatives) of road transport can be defined as enter- 
prises (co-operatives) established in order to service the transport needs 
of their own divisions of the national economy or enterprises and co-operatives 
of a given branch. 

Tables in this chapter do not cover data on occasional transport of people 
by organizational units of the socialized sector with their own transport equip- 
ment, i.e. equipment at the sole disposal of those units. 


2. Data on public roads in tables 2 and 3 cover state and local roads (highways). 
These data do not cover streets in cities and towns with voivodship or county 
status and streets which are not sections of state and local highways run- 
ning through other cities, towns, settlements and villages. In table 2 the 
data for particular years, concerning the length of hard-surface roads, are not 
fully comparable, since they have been gradually made more precise as more sec- 
tions have been measured in detail. 


3. Data on the transport of loads and passengers by the Polish State Railways 
cover the transport over the Polish State Railways rail network. Data on rail 
passengers do not include the passengers traveling free of charge. 


4. Data on transport by inland waterways (rivers, lakes, canals etc.) cover the 
transport by state inland waterway transport enterprises on inland waterways 
and in Baltic coastal navigation. 


5. Data on sea transport of passengers and cargoes include transport on 
board of own and chartered vessels reported in 1950 and 1955 by voyages started, 
in 1960, 1965 —1967 by voyages concluded. 

Data on passenger transport in 1965 and 1967 include passenger transport 
by ferry-boats (in 1965 — ‘'Visborg’’, in 1967 — ‘'Gryf’’ which were used in 
those years by the State Enterprise ‘‘Polish Maritime Navigation’’. 


6. Data on pipeline transport in table 4 cover crude oil transported by pi- 
peline by the Enterprise For the Exploatation of the ‘'Friendship’’ Oil Pipeline, 


7. Data on post and telegraph offices (tables 1 and 14) cover: post offices, 
post and telecommunications offices, telecommunications offices, agencies, 
intermediary stations, sections and kiosks. The data on communications servi- 
ces in table 14 include paid services, free of charge and business services. 


8. Data in table 15 incude employment in all enterprises, co-operatives 
and other organizational units contained in the Chapter ‘'Transport and commu- 
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nications'’ in accordance with the Classification of the National Economy in- 
troduced on January 1,1967. The term ‘‘corporations and similar units'’ means 
“corporations and other units financed from profit margins of subordinate 
enterprises. Data cover full time employment and part-time employment 
converted into full time units.

CHAPTER X. DOMESTIC TRADE 


General Notes 


1. Tables of this chapter cover information regarding the retail sales of 
commodities, sales in retail outlets and catering establishments, stocks of goods, 
retail trade and catering establishments network, supply of commodities for 
retail sales, as well as the employment, salaries and wages in socialized domestic 
trade. 


2, Data pertaining to retail sales cover: 


1) retail sales by units of the socialized economy (state, co-operatives, social 
organizations): 


a) retail trade establishments 
b) catering establishments (eating houses), workers’ canteens and cafeterias, 


c) other units, such as: wholesale outlets, production establishments sell- 
ing directly to the population (including employee allowances and work 
clothes): 


2) retail sales by units of the non-socialized economy: 
a) retail trade, 
b) catering establishments. 


Sales in socialized retail trade (point 1 a) cover mainly sales by the retail trade 
network (stores, stands, stalls) etc., including those in market places) of trade 
organizations, industrial enterprises, state-owned farms and workers’ supply 
dapartments. Sales in socialized retail trade also cover commission sales. 
A part of the retail sales of goods constitutes the supply of the so-called non- 
market buyers, such as: offices, institutions, creches, kindergartens (in 1967 
sales to such buyers in socialized retail trade and catering establishments 
amounted to some 14% of total retail sales). 


3. Division of socialized retail trade into urban and rural trade is conventio- 
nally effected by including the retail trade network of the Union of the Agricul- 
tural Co-operatives ,,Samopomoc Chtopska’’ (CRS) in the rural retail trade 
and, in the urban retail trade — all remaining retail trade networks.

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CHAPTER XI. FOREIGN TRADE 


General Notes 


1. The foreign trade turnover covers the value of goods exported abroad 
and imported from abroad within the framework of commercial transactions. 


2. Data on imports refer to: 
1) imports of goods for domestic use, 


2) imports of goods for indirect re-exports, i.e. for later re-sale to foreign 
customers without processing, 


3) purchase of goods for direct re-exports, i.e. for sale to foreign customers, 
without first transporting them home, 


4) amounts paid to foreign customers for refining (processing etc.) of home 
manufactures previously sent abroad for this purpose (passive refining 
turnover) as well for overhauls of ships, airplanes etc., 


5) chandler’s goods purchased abroad by Polish ships. 


3. Data on exports cover: 


1) exports of goods produced in the country, 


2) sale of goods produced in the country from consignment warehouses on 
the territory of other countries, 


3) exports of goods previously purchased abroad for resale to foreign custo- 
mers without processing (indirect re-exports). 


4) sale of goods previously purchased abroad for selling to foreign customers 
without first transporting them home (direct re-exports), 


5) amounts paid by foreign customers for refining (processing etc.) goods 
previously sent to Poland for that purpose (active refining turnover) as well 
as for overhauls of ships, airplanes etc., 


6) sale of chandlers'’ goods to foreign ships 


4. Import and export data to not include: 
1) imports and exports of goods free of charge, 
2) transit turnover, . 


3) goods imported or exported for exhibitions, fairs, competitions, contests, . 
to consignment warehouses, for temporary use, for testing etc., except 
goods sold from consignment warehouses, at fairs_etc. 


4) exchange of scientific and technical documentation free of charge, 
5) transport equipment as well as machinery sent to be repaired, 


6) imports and exports of returnable containers, cisterns and transport 
equipment, 


7) commodity loans, 
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8) sea fishery products brought to the country by Polish fishing enterprises, 
9) imported and exported domestic and foreign legal tenders and securities, 


10) gifts, private parcels, goods brought by passengers as well as luggage and 
official and personal objects for diplomatic and commercial representa- 
tives, 


11) since 1962 — sale of goods to domestic buyers, for foreign curency (the 
so-called internal exports). 


5. Statistical data concerning foreign trade are elaborated by the Central 
Statistical Office on the basis of statistical cards made out by foreign trade 
enterprises for each goods shipment after obtaining the documents confirm- 
ing the fact that the commodity has passed the customs frontier. 


6. In the present chapter the nomenclature and the grouping of goods 
were used in conformance with the classification used in foreign trade stati- 
stics of the countries belonging to the Council of Economic Mutual Assistance. 


7. The value of imports and exports is presented in terms of exchange 
zlotys free on the frontier of the supplier’s country. Data concerning the value 
of imports and exports are quoted at current prices. Tables 1 and 3 also show 
indices in terms of sale prices of 1960. The conversion of foreign currency into 
exchange zlotys is effected according to the average basic rate of exchange, in 
conformance with the exchange table of the Polish National Bank (1 currency 
zloty = 0,225 rubel = 0,25 USA dollar). 


8. Growth indices in tables 1 and 3 were calculated on the basis of data 
expressed in fixed prices: for the years 1950—1965 — prices of the year 1960, 
for the years 1966 and 1967 — on the basis of data presented in prices of the 
previous year by means of the, chain-index linking. 


9. Tables 7 and 8 show imports by countries where purchase was effected, 
exports — by countries of sale. The term ‘‘country of purchase’’ means the 
supplier’s while the country of sale means the country with which, on the 
basis of a previously concluded international agreement, the particular tran- 
saction was effected; failing such an agreement exports and imports classified 
by the legal seats of contracting parties. 


10. The equipment of ships and internal exports were not considered in the 
division of turnover buyer — and seller-countries. Ship equipment as well as 
(until 1961) internal exports were, however, considered in the division of so- 
clalist and other countries. 


11. Data regarding the socialist countries cover turnover with Albania, 
Bulgaria, the Chinese People’s Republic, Czechoslovakia, the German Demo- 
cratic Republic, Hungary, the Korean People’s Democtratic Republic, Mongolia, 
Rumania, the USSR, the Vietnam Democratic Republic, Yugoslavia and since 
1959 — Cuba. ' 


12. Data concerning imports and exports of complete industrial plants 
comprise the value of complete plants or divisions being separate technolo- 
gical combines, This group also includes the construction of communal, social, 
scientific and building and engineering projects. 


13. Data in tables 9 and 10 given in tons — unless otherwise stated — are 
quoted in net weight.

A. Housing Economy 


General Notes 


4. Data on housing resources and people in dwellings (tables 1—4 are ba- 
sed on the results of the General Censuses in the years 1950 and 1960 and the 
Summary Census of Housing Resources as of December 31, 1966. However, 
the data on people in dwellings in 1966 and total housing resources (inhabi- 
ted and uninhabited) in the years 1960—1965, shown in table 2, are estimates. 


2. The estimates of housing resources (inhabited and uninhabited) in the 
years 1960—1965 are based on information on-inhabited dwelling resources 
in 1960 according to the General Census while the estimates concerning in- 
habited and uninhabited dwellings in 1966 are based on the Summary Census. 


The estimate of housing resources is also based on reports concerning the 
following data: 
—flats and dwelling rooms finished (including flats obtained owing to major 
repairs in the socialized economy in towns), 
— housing losses. 


3. Data on the number of dwelling rooms in the years 1950 and 1960 do 
not comprise rooms (in inhabited dwellings) permanently used for non-dwe- 
lling purposes, 


4. Information on people in dwellings in 1950 and 1960 (assumed as the ba- 
sis of the calculation of average number of persons per room) does not cover 
people: 

— living in collective quarters (eg. workers’ hostels, boarding schools, stu- 
dents hostels, social welfare houses, monasteries), 

— living in lodgings not meant to be dwellings such as ships, dwelling vans 
and the like, 

— not taken into account in the territorial breakdown (in 1950—394,5 thous., 
in 1960—369,8 thous.). 


The population in flats in 1966 was estimated as the difference between 
the total number of people and the number of people living in collective quar- 
ters and those not covered by the territorial breakdown within the censuses. 


5. Data on flats, dwelling rooms and usable space in flats put to use (tables 
6 and 7)—distinctly from previous concise statistical yearbooks —do not 
include collective quarters. Information on collective quarters put to use is 
contained in table 8. 4 


6. The breakdown used in tables 6 and 7 (socialized and private economy 
takes into consideration only the investor, but not the owner or the user. 


7. Data on flats, dwelling rooms and usable space in flats put to use are ba- 


sed on statistical reports, except certain estimated data covering the period 
1950—1955.

1) there were no graduates of primary schools in the 1965/66 schoolyear. : 
The 8th form was established in the 1966/67 schoolyear, and 59,3% of the 
pupils who completed the 7th form continued their education in it, while 
39,1% went on to the 1 st grade of vocational schools.

CHAPTER XIV. CULTURE AND ART 


General Notes 


1. This chapter contains data on publications, public and school libraries, 
museums, historical objects, theatres and musical institutions, the cinema, radio, 
television and creative and artistic scholarships. 


2. In statistics on publications breakdown by periodical and non-periodical 
publications is applied. 


The term ,,non-periodical publications’’ covers: books and pamphlets as well 
as sheet-music, maps, graphic publications and documents of social life (sta- 
tues, reports and statements of social organzations, school curricula, commer- 
cial catalogues, country-wide timetables, telephone directories, etc.) The 
table 1 on page 221 pertain exclusively to books and pamphlets. Until 1962, 
the ‘‘publishing item’’ i.e. a volume or contents under one cover was the 
basic. calculating unit in the field of books and pamphlets. On the other hand, 
since1963 the title has been the calculating unit. i.e., the unit accepted in in- 
ternational book statistics. The number of publications is larger than the num- 
ber of titles, since it also covers second and further volumes of particular titles. A 
pamphlet is a publication of no more than 3 printed folios i.e., a maximum of 48 
printed pages of A5 format. | 


The term ‘‘periodicals’’ covers newspapers i.e., those appearing from 2 to 7 
times a week as well as publications appearing from 52 to 2 times a year (until 
1961 semi-annual publications were classified as non-periodicals). Publications 
appearing still less often, for example, yearbook are classified as non-period- 
icals. If sold separately, supplements to newspapers and periodicals are re- 
corded as separate titles. Mutations are not counted in the number of news- 
paper titles. Foreign language mutations of periodicals are considered as sepa- 
rate titles. 


3. The classification of historial objects by groups is governed by the following 
criteria: groups ‘‘O’' comprises relics of architecture, construction and their 
sets characteristic of the highest artistic, historical and scientific value on a world- 
wide scale that may be regarded as historical monuments; further groups 
comprise relics with a relatively lower artistic, historical and scientific value. 
The group ‘‘IV’’ includes those objects which could have been included in 
higher groups in their original shape but at present they are in bad repair unfit 
for maintenance or reconstruction as well as those relics whose artistic or 
scientific value is inconsiderable. 


4. Data on theatres and musical institutions embrace professional state the- 
atres, Operas, Operettas, philharmonics, symphony orchestras as well as song 
and dance ensembles. Data do not include activities abroad nor shows given 
by foreign artists. 


A theatre company which owns or leases a regular theatre hall is regarded as 
a unit. A theatre (enterprise) having two halls in which regular activity is 
conducted (for example, Warsaw's Teatr Polski) is counted as two theatres. 
Itinerant theatres are considered theatres if they consititue separate admi-. 
nistrative units. 


5. Information on cinemas covers state cinemas — run by the Voivodship 
Cinema Boards, cinemas under the Central Council of Trade-Unions as well 
as so-called social cinemas — non-trade-union (army, co-operative, social organ- 
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izations and institutions). Social cinemas have been classified since 1960 (in 
1960, there were 199 such cinemas; 12,5 million spectators). Tables 7 and 10 
do not contain data on educational and instructional cinemas. 


6. Data on radio subscribers cover those using cable network (loudspeakers 
or earphones connected with mother radio sets) and wireless network (valve, 
transistor and detector cristal radio sets as well as motorcar radio sets). Accor- 
ding to the regulation of the Minister of Communication since Jan. 1, 1965 
detector cristal radio sets and receiving points i.e. previously separately regis- 
tered loudspeakers or earphones connected with valve radio sets have not 
been subject to registration (in 1964—142,5 thous. of which in the countryside 
14,6 thous.). A subscriber is counted only once regardless of the number of 
radio sets used by him or persons living with him.

CHAPTER XV. PUBLIC HEALTH 


General Notes 


1. Tables 1—7, 9 and 10 pertain exclusively to personnel, equipment and ac- 
tivities of the civilian health service. Data on number of beds (places) in health 
service establishments concern the beds (places) actually available. 

2. Tables 1—9 were worked out on the basis of data available from the Mi- 
nistry of Health and Social Welfare. In tables 2—6 data of the Ministry of 
Communication were taken into consideration. 

3. Data on medical personnel in tables 1 and 3 were collected from the re- 
gistration files in the health and social welfare divisions of the Voivodship 
People’s Councils’ Presidia. Since 1960, the number of physicians has also in- 
cluded interns, i. e. physicians, who after earning their degree have to serve an 
obligatory internship period in health service establishments. Since 1960, the data 
on nurses have included assistant nurses.

General Notes

(non-profit) trips to and from Poland as well as the travels of students to and 
from Poland for the purpose of studies. 


2. Data on recreation contain information covering the activities of the 
Employees Vacation Fund, labour establishments, trade-unions and other 
social organizations (ones organizing recreation within their own means and 
others partly benefiting from the state. budget allowances) as well as the Resort 
Centres Agency — ORBIS. Data do not include recreation of the military. 


3. Data on physical culture and sport comprise information concerning 
basic sports facilities, members of sports associations (including school sports 
clubs) and national associations of particular sports.

CHAPTER XVII. WAGES. PRICES. CONSUMPTION, 
FAMILY BUDGETS 


A. Wages 


General Notes 


1. Data pertaining to wages in the national economy (table 1) have been 
worked out: on the socialized sector —- on-the basis of the statistical report- 
ing system of the Central Statistical Office, and on the private sector — on 
the basis of the reporting system of the Social Security Board. 


2. Data on wages in the socialized sector, based on the CSO statistical 
reporting system (tables 1—7) cover people employed on the basis of a con- 
tract or civil servants in socialized labour establishments, These data do not 
cover the wages of persons employed in budgetary units if the Ministry of 
National Defence and the Ministry of the Interior nor in co-operative farms 
and agricultural circles. Moreover, tables 1—17 do not cover the wages of 
persons employed in small economic units such as parents’ committees at 
schools. 


Data on the personal wage-bill include also the pays of homeworkers; ho- 
wever, these pays are not taken into account in the calculation of average pays. 


3. Data of tables 1—5 concern the gross personal wage-bill (except table 1 
which shows also the net payments). The personal wage-bill comprises all 
gross pays and benefits in kind for permanent or seasonal work (included in 
personnel files) arising from work performed and based on a labour contract 
(assignment) or a training contract. The personal wage-bill includes payments 
for time worked, overtime as well as idle time to which workers are legally 
entitled, e. g., for privilege leaves and days off, for time spent on vocational 
and additional training. It also comprises the value of allowances in kind as 
uniforms, and services free of charge or at reduced charges (lodging, fuel etc.) 
in accordance with regulations in force. The personal wage-bill does not in- 
clude payments for occasional work and for assigned work which are included 
in the non-personal wage-bill, payments for royalties and fees and for commission 
nor does it include payments from the factory fund and other similar funds 
as.well as those in the ,,other payments’’ category. The personal wage-bill 
does not cover the value of benefits in kind arising from safety and hygiene 
regulations, such as working and protective clothing, foodstuffs and deter- 
gents, free or cut-rate meals, provided that those benefits are not part of re- 
gular payment in kind. Besides, the personal wage-bill does not include family 
allowances, sick pays and the like. 


4. Starting with the present publication the data on average monthly pays 
will be calculated with inclusion of part-time employment converted into full 
time units (with the exception of education, science and culture, public health, 
social welfare, physical culture and socialized and political organizations where 
average pays are calculated only for full time workers). In the previous publi- 
cations average pays used to be calculated, as a rule, without conversion of 
part-time employment into full time units (see General Notes to the Chapter 
»Employment'’, para. 3 on page 28. 
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5. Starting with the present publication the grouping of data on wages 
with breakdown by divisions of the national economy will be performed in 
accordance with the Classification of the National Economy, enforced on 
Jan. 1, 1967. An exception to this rule is made — likewise in previous publi- 
cations — for the wages of employees of shops belonging to industrial enter- 
prises; these wages are included in the Chapter ,,Industry’’. The difference 
between the previous classification of the national economy and the present 
one consists i.a. in the inclusion of the wages of employees of corporations 
and similar units financed from profit margins of subordinate enterprises, in 
particular divisions of the national economy, unlike in previous  publi- 
cations, in the Chapter ,,Public administration and justice’’. Besides, in 1967 
the wages in investment supervision units, previously included in the Chapter 
»,Construction’’, are now contained in particular corresponding chapters. 


6. In order to preserve the data comparability and to eliminate differences 
in wages arising from the principle of conversion of part-time employment into 
full time units, adopted in 1967 as well as the changes in the Classification of the 
National Economy, certain conversions of wages concerning particular divisions 
of the national economy in previous years have been performed. 


7. Data on wages, unless provided otherwise, do not cover earnings of 
apprentices employed in labour establishments for vocational training or learning 
a specific job. 


8. Data in Table 5 jointly cover: non-personal pay fund, fee and royalty 
fund and commission fund. The non-personal pay fund comprises pays for 
occasional and assigned work performed by persons who are not income tax- 
payers or land taxpayers. The commission fund comprises remunerations 
for performed duties paid in accordance with a definite commission rate, in 
particular for sale conducted by virtue of agency agreement or for sale on 
commercial travelling basis etc. the fee and royalty fund comprises pays for 
creative and author's work performed by virtue of assignment contract or 
creation contract etc. 


9. Data on employment in respect of monthly wages (table 5) are based 
on asingle survey concerning the employees who in December were employed 
full time for the number of hours considered full time in a given profession 
and who obtained their wages for the whole month. 


10. Information on wages of socially secured people is recorded by the Social 
Security Board. These data cover people employed on a labour contract basis 
in the socialized and private economy, who are subject to social security. 
The number of beneficiaries of the social security system includes also full time 
employees of the Polish State Railways who were not covered by the Social 
Security Board statistics in 1949 and 1950. Besides, these data include the wa- 
ges of civil workers (subject to social security) of the Ministry of the Interior, 
hired workers of agricultural co-operatives and apprentices employed for the 
purpose of vocational training or learning a specific job in socialized work 
establishments and in private handicraft. The personal wage-bill also includes 
earnings of homeworkers who are subject to social security. 


11. Sickness and maternity insurance fees from the general pension fund of 
employees and their families (of which also injuries at work and occupational 
diseases) are not covered by the wage-bill and are entirely paid by the employer. 


12. Data concerning wages in the socialized sector obtained on the basis 
of Central Statistical Office reports are not fully comparable with the infor- 
mation compiled on the basis of Social Security Board reports on persons em- 
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ployed in the socialized sector because of the differences in the scope of their 
respective reports; the differences in the average monthly wages established 
on the basis of CSO and multiple data stem, furthermore, from SSB's multiple 
listing of workers employed at several work enterprises. 


13. Data pertaining to wages, allowances etc, refer to the period for which 

they were paid, and not when they were paid.

8B. Prices 


General Notes 


1. Retail prices of certain goods and services in socialized economy (table 10) 
are given according to price lists and the assortments show as accurately as 
possible the changes of prices of the given article in the periods being com- 
pared. 


2. Information on the market prices at town markets (table 11) is based upon 
monthly reports of local organs of state statistics. Reports are based upon 
notes made at markets once a week in about 350 towns. Notes refer to prices 
paid by consumers. Average yearly prices of vegetables, potatoes and fruit 
are calculated as an average mean weighted by the size of sales to consumers 
in particular months (on the basis of expenditures in households covered by 
the survey of family budgets). 


3. The retail price index (table 12 and 13) shows changes of prices of all 
goods and services purchased by the population. The price list, with the su- 
bjects of observation in succeding periods being the prices of strictly defined 
goods assortments, is the basis for information on the prices of most goods 
and services in the socialized economy. The index weight system consists of 
the values of supplies of commodities for retail sales (less non-market retail 
sales to customers), sales of catering establishments (eating houses), sales at 
markets and the value of services rendered to the population — divided ac- 
cording to the groups of goods and services (over 500). In case of price changes 
pertaining to goods not divided according to the accepted system of repre- 
sentation, then both the representation and the system of index weights are 
extended for the purpose of covering — as much as possible—all price changes 
of this kind. Changes in the quality of defined goods assortments except milk 
are not reflected in the price index levels. 


Corresponding corrections have been introduced in the indices—beginning 
with 1957 — in the cases of altered dynamics of prices of imported goods and 
of those produced by small industrial producers, co-operatives and handicrafts 
(partly by means of estimates). The indices of market prices at town markets 
(table 14) show the changes of agricultural foodstuffs prices (paid by consumers). 
The index weight system is established by the estimated volume’of market 
sales. Until 1965 the index weight system of retail prices and the index weight 
system of market prices were based on the corresponding figures of the year 
covered. Starting with 1966 they have been based on the corresponding figures 
of 1965. Exceptionally, the weight systems of retail price index and market 
price index in the group ‘‘vegetables, potatoes, fruit and processed products"' 
are based on mean data covering two years: 1964 (good harvest year) and 
1965 (bad harvest year).

General Notes 


1. Data on consumption were established through adding production to 
imports and subtracting exports with regard given to the movement of stocks 
in socialized productive and wholesale enterprises (in calculation of consumption 
of wine, leather, footwear with leather tops and paper with account taken of 
the movement of stocks since 1960). Data covering the prewar period do not 
consider the movement of stocks. 

Agricultural production was calculated in the following manner: 

Cereals in terms of products — the total yearly production of four cereals 
in economic years minus quantities used for sowing, fodder, industrial use 
(except for milling), producers’ losses, ones at milling and trade as well as the 
exports of cereals, plus the increase arising from imports of cereals, taking 
into consideration the shifting of grain stocks in the units of the socialized 
sector — in terms of flour and groats, allowing for proper percentages of mil- 
ling — plus import, minus export of grain products. 

Potatoes — total production in economic years minus expenditures: pota- 
toes for planting, for fodder, industrial purposes (distilleries, starch plants), 
trade losses and producers’ losses, as well as the export of potatoes (shifting 
of stocks in the units of socialized sector considered). 

Meat and animal fats — total production of slaughter animals in terms of 
meat, plus import, minus export taking into consideration the changes in 
stocks in the units of the socialized sector. 

Milk and dairy products in terms of milk — total. production of cow milk, 
minus quantities used for animal feeding, losses and export of dairy products 
(in terms of milk), plus import of dairy products (in terms of milk), taking 
into consideration the changes in stocks (in terms of milk) in the units of the 
socialized sector. 
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Butter — total production (industrial and farm production), minus export, 
plus import (changes in stocks in the units of the socialized sector considered). 

Eggs — total production, minus export of eggs and egg products (powder, 
egg-mass) in terms of eggs, losses and eggs for hatching (changes in stocks 
in the units of the socialized sector considered). 


2. The number of durable consumer products possessed by the users was 
estimated in the following way: 

— as for tube radio sets, TV-sets, motorcycles, scooters, and passenger cars on 
the basis of the number of subscribers in the end of a given year and on the 
basis of the number of motor vehicles licensed, 

— as for remaining articles — on the basis of data on deliveries to retail trade 
(disregarding changes in stocks of these articles in retail trade). 

The number of households. was estimated on the basis of general censuses 
assuming the average size of household in respect of the years 1960—1966 
as of 1960 (see table 13, Chapter — Population on p. 20); as for 1955 the 
average size was estimated as 3,7 persons.

D. Family budgets 


General Notes 


1. In 1966 the survey of family budgets covered 4135 households of wage- 
earners and salaried employees working in the socialized sector outside agri- 
culture and forestry and not connected with private farming. 


The object of the survey was a household consisting of one or more persons. 
A multipersonal household is understood as a collective of two or more persons 
combining a part or the whole of their wages and other incomes in order 
to meet the needs of the household without obtaining any contractual services 
therefor; it also comprises members benefitting from the means of the hou- 
sehold in order to appease their needs partly or completely without rendering 
any contractual services to the household. 
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The results of the survey have been broken down into seven groups accor- 
ding to the total annual expenses per capita in a household and according to 
the kind of work performed by the members i.e. manual workers’ households, 
salaried workers’ households and ‘‘mixed’’ households simultaneously including 
manual and salaried workers. 


2. The term ‘‘lIncomes’’ used in the tables comprises: 


1) labour income (net): earnings from main occupation and by-work (wa- 
ges, remuneration for assigned work, rewards from the Enterprise Fund 
and other rewards as well as money equivalents of allowances in kind); 


2) social benefits: family allowances, sick pays, maternity hate and benefits 
pensions, scholarships, grants-in-aid and the like; 


3) other incomes: sale of property, rents for letting lodging, payments for 
boarding and other services, lottery and competition prizes and the like and 
the balance of savings drawn and deposited, the balance of contracted and 
paid off loans and credits, of presents obtained and given, of the value of 
fuel and food stock levels at the beginning and at the end of the year, of 
the value of crops obtained from garden allotments and their costs of culti- 
vation and maintenance. 


3. The term “‘‘Expenditures’’ used in the tables comprises: 


1) expenditures on foodstuffs, spirits, tobacco and cigarettes, clothing, footwear, 
lodging, fuel and light, hygiene and health protection, culture and education, 
sports and tourism, transport and communications; 


2) other expenditures: taxes (except wage tax), contributions, the balance 
of savings drawn and deposited, of granted and returned loans, of the value 
of given and obtained presents, of the value of fuel and food stock levels 
at the end at the beginning of the year, of the value of costs of cultivation 
and maintenance of garden allotments and the value of crops obtained. 


4. The following changes in the introduced survey method have been enfor- 
ced starting with Jan. 1, 1966: 


1) the sample group has been reduced by 700 families, 


2) the random selection pattern has been changed so that each family should 
have an even chance to fall into the sample group within the whole socialized 
economy, 


3) now incomes are quoted in net value while previously they used to be pre- 
sented in gross value i.e. including wage tax; the wage tax has been deleted 
from the heading ‘‘other expenditures’’; kindergarten tuition is now in- 
cluded in ‘‘culture end education’’ while it was previously included in ‘‘hy- 
giene and health protection’’; the addition of the value of 70 per cent reduc- 
tion obtained at the purchase of medicines has been discontinued (it used 
to be included in the expenditure item ‘‘hygiene and health protection”; 
the balance of presents obtained and given has been introduced into the 
items ‘‘other expenditures’’ and ‘‘other incomes’’ instead of full values 
quoted previously.

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E. Real wages 


General Notes 


1. In calculating the real wage value index for employees of the socialized 
sector, the data of the Social Security Board on nominal wage values were 
used. Wages of apprentices were excluded from this calculation. 


2. The cost-of-living index was calculated on the basis of the so-called basket 
of products and services representing the total purchases of an average working 
family, as determined by surveys of family budgets. The cost of living index 
in 1966, as compared with 1965 was calculated on the basis of a basket determi- 
ned by the 1965 survey of family budgets. The method of calculating the cost 
of living index and the real ee value index was described in the supplement 
to the Statistical Bulletin No 7 (103) 1965. 


3. The index of average real wage is calculated as the quotient of the index 
of average nominal net wage per employee and the cost-of-living index.

CHAPTER XVIII. FINANCES 


General Notes. 


1. The nomenclature of revenues and expenditures in tables 1—7 conforms 
to the classification applied to the National Budget. Data on the fulfillment 
of the National, central and local budgets in particular years are,.in respect 
of ‘certain items, partially incomparable, i.a. due to changes in the budget clas- 
sification, introduced in 1961 and 1966, transfers in revenues and expendi- 
tures between the central and local budgets and the exclusion from local bud- 
gets of incomes and expenditures from the communes fund what took place 
in 1965. The number of taxpayers (tables 5 and 6) was quoted on ‘the basis 
of the records’ kept by financial divisions of the presidiums of the people's 
councils. Tables 1—7 were compiled on the basis of data of the Ministry of 
Finance. 


2. Data in tables 1—16 were compiled on the basis of current prices.
